State Representative JoAnne 
Osmond (R-Antioch) spoke to the 
Antioch Chamber of Commerce last 
week about how die governor was 
able to pass die controversial state 
budget at the session that ended 
May.31. 

Gov. Blagojevich (D-1L) had 
promised not to raise taxes during 
his election campaign and dierefore 
couldn't follow that patii. However, 
the budget was essentially balanced 
by borrowing money from the 
Illinois State Teachers pension fund.' 



Originally no representatives were in 
favor of using the teacher's retire- 
ment funds, Osmond said. 

Thirty-five percent of the money 
in every fund was taken, she said. 

"The Democrats were called into 
Mike Madison's office and the cau- 
cuses asked for a pork project in 
exchange for a positive vote," 
Osmond said. "There arc different 
parts out of the budget." 

The votes to approve the budget 
came from Chicago and Latino 
areas, Osmond said. "He's not trust- 
ed by both sides of die aisle." 

"We have a lot of strange bills 
this year," Osmond said. "There was 
one school pension fund in Illinois 



that wasn't touched and 
diat was, die Chicago 
Teachers' Fund." 

Just as die entire spring 
session was not spent on 
the budget; Osmond also 
expanded on a variety of 
topics. She explained some 
of the Senate Bills diat were 
approved in diis past ses-i 
sion. For example Senate 
Bill 58 will allow for school 
districts to train teachers 
for first aid and CPR on an 
Institute Day. 

Osmond said another 
good bill that was approved, and the 
governor said he would sign, is one to

limit malpractice pay- 
ments to $500,000 for an 
individual physician and 
to$l million for hospitals.

old days

In spite of videos, DVDs and 
home sound systems, movie the- 
aters are still flourishing. The big 
screen and the excitement of odier 
people can't be simulated. 

The Antioch Theater is nearly an 
anachronism, a dirowback to a sim- 
pler times. It brings back fond mem- 
ories for adults and creates new ones 
for children. However, the single 
movie theater seems to be one of a 
vanishing breed. 

The Antioch Theater offers one 
movie at a time, occasionally two, 
and all are first-run movies, 'tickets 
cost $4 for adults and $2 for children 
and seniors. Before 6 p.m., everyone 
can get in for $2. 

Scott Dehn has been managing 
the theater since December and 
Cindy Kottke, of McHenry, is in the 
process of buying it. Kottke also 
owns the McHenry Theatre, and 
Dehn runs that one as well. 

» Dehn thinks it's important for a 
family to be able to do things togeth- 
er. Some of the higher-priced multi- 
plexes can be out of reach for some 
families. 

Dehn has worked hard to make 
die theater child-friendly. The lobby 
has been painted in bright colors 
and redecorated. There are chairs 
with cup-holders on the main floor 

Before the show begins, the 
manager of the theater acts as a 
master of ceremonies. He keeps the 
children involved by asking five or

six trivia questions about the 
upcoming movie. Those who have 
die correct answer win a prize. 

Another unique feature at the 
Antioch Theater is free refills of pop- 
corn and drinks. Since most people 
don't want to leave the movie and 
risk missing someihing.-Dchn has a 
solution for that as well. 

"Every 15 minutes we go up and 
down the aisles with refills, and peo- 
ple flag us down," Dehn said. "We try 
to take advantage of being small." 
However, with 270 scats dial's prob- 
ably larger than some of the theaters 
in the multi-plexcs. 

The theater is also unique 
because it is one of dwindling num- 
bers that has a balcony, and that is a 
very popular place. 

"The balcony fills up first. The 
younger they are, the more they 
want to sit diere," Dehn said. 

Dehn selects the movies from 
eight to 10 movie studios, and since 
he has opened, he has had only one 



R-rated movie. 

"The very first "R-rated" 
movie was The Amityville Horror, 
and that's because it was shot in 
Antioch," he said. "It was cool to 
sec the restaurant I eat lunch in." 
"The people came two or 
three times to catch the things 
they missed he first time," Dehn 
said. "This is the one movie peo- 
ple stayed after the movie to see 
all the credits. People never stay, 
but they wanted to see a mention 
of Antioch. It was disappointing 
that the town wasn't mentioned." 
After one more week of 
"March of die Penguins," the next 
movie will be "Corpse Bride" for 
two or three weeks. That will be 
followed by "Wallace and 
Gromit" for two weeks in 
October, "Harry Potter and the 
Goblet of Fire" will be featured 
beginning Nov. 18.

Since the marathon is such a long race she 
has been training and practicing since spring. 
She practices daily in Antioeh on her own and 
runs a few miles. Once a week Henry runs widi a 
group of oUier people taking part in die 
marathon to raise money for the society.

"At Last: A Tribute to Etta James," a Ore- 
ball of a new musical, has caught fire with 
audiences since its mid-April opening so 
much so that the production was extended 
through Sept, 25. 

Jackie Taylor, founder of the Black 
Ensemble Theater, and the writer, director 
and producer responsible for diis show, has 
cast not one but five dynamic singers to play 
James, each representing the recording artist 
at various stages of her at-times tumultuous 
career. 

France Jean Baptiste, Dawn Mitchell, 
Carrie Abemathy, Melanie McCuIIough and 
Desla Epison are terrific performers, each 
bringing a unique interpretation to James' 
multi-faceted personality. Together, their 
work is sheer magic. 

James successfully mixed her gospel roots 
with rock music to develop a distinctive 
sound. As die show unfolds, audience mem- 
bers learn of her encounters with men -both 
good and bad - and her long and ultimately 
successful struggle with drug addiction. 

Unfortunately, the uarralive bridges 
between songs tend to go on too long. The 
slitick and dialogue often come across as 
tired, stilted and superficial.

Eventually, die cast works its way through 
more than 20 numbers that were part of 
James' repertoire of rhythm-and-blues, coun- 
try, soul and jazz hits, including "Roll with Me 
Henry" -(later renamed "The Wallflower"). 
That tune, recorded in 1954, when James 
(born Jamesclta Hawkins) was 16, rose to the 
top spot on the R&B chart and launched her 
career. 

Other memorable songs in the fast-paced 
two-hour 15-minute show included "AH I 
Could Do Was Cry," "Something's Got a Hold 
on Me" and "I'll Be Seeing You." 

A survivor in a tough business, James 
earned two Grammy Awards, induction in die 



Rock 'n' Roll HalJ of Fame, a star on die 
Hollywood Walk of Fame arid other awards for 
her contribution to the musical world. 

The singers are backed by a terrific seven- 
member band. Robert Reddrick serves as 
musical director. 

" David Simmons, Terrance Watts and 
Nikita Harris round out the cast along with a 
likable narratqr, Ms. Real, inexplicably played 
in drag by a buoyant Rueben'D. Echoles who 
dutifully points out that the show's intent was 
to "clarify rather than glorify" Etta James.

Like people, pets can suffer a "dry eye" 
syndrome when the glands of the eyes 
don't produce enough tears, Dogs and 
cats have two glands for each eye that 
supply different components of tears, which 
are necessary to keep the eye lubricated and 
healthy. 

Keratoconjunctivitis sicca, or KCS for 
short, develops from dysfunction or underde 
velopment of the lacrimal 
glands, tissue that produces 
the aqueous portion of tears. 
According to Dr. Erica Tolar, 
veterinary ophthalmology resi 
dent at the University of 
Illinois Veterinary Teaching 
Hospital in Urbana, KCS is 
common in dogs, especially 
such breeds as English bull- 
dogs, Cocker spaniels, and 
pugs. The condition is rare in 
cats. 

* KCS can be difficult to 
identify and diagnose. As Dr. 
Tolar points out, "The eyes 
can only display limited signs to indicate that 
something is wrong. Usually the first notice- 
able sign is redness, but this can indicate 
many things, including ulceration, glaucoma, 
and dry eye." She recommends consulting a 
veterinarian whenever a pet's eyes become 
reddened. 

KCS also sometimes causes a characteris- 
tic thick, ropy, green discharge. 

To diagnose KCS or other ophthalmic 
problems, a veterinarian will typically per- 
form at least three procedures. A fluorescein 
is stain applied to the surface of the eye is to 
reveal corneal ulcers. Measuring the pressure

inside the eye is used to detect glaucoma, an 
increase in intraocular pressure, or inflam- 
mation, which results in decreased pressure. 
The third is a simple test called a Schirmer 
tear test, which can help determine if the eye 
is producing enough tears; a special paper 
test strip is placed over the lower eyelid, and 
the veterinarian measures how wet the strip 
gets. If the strip stays relatively dry, KCS is a 
likely diagnosis. 

Dr. Tolar explains that 
KCS can be caused by many fac- 
tors, including immune-mediat- 
ed destruction, congenital 
defects, or drug side effects. 

Autoimmune conditions 
may cause the immune system 
glaucoma, and dry t0 specifically target and dam- 
age lacrimal gland tissue, affect- 
ing its ability to produce tears. 
In these cases, topically applied 
immune- modulating drugs can 
help stimulate tear production. 
Sometimes KCS can result 
as a side effect of certain drugs, 
such as sulfa drugs. Dry eye resulting from 
drugs may or may not be correctable. 

Until tiie lacrimal glands start producing 
aqueous tears, usually in several weeks, pet 
owners must apply tear replacement oint- 
ment several times a day to keep pets' eyes 
lubricated. 

For patients whose owners won't mind 
wiping their pet's face, Dr. Tolar recom- 
mends parotid duct transpositions when 
dogs witli KCS don't respond to pharmaceu- 
tical treatments.

Cheaper is better for most of us at the 
pump. High octane gas does not do any- 
thing for engines that don't need it. In fact, 
it can even hurt it. Higher octane gas is 
slower-burning gas and as such, it can send 
unbumed fuel into the emissions system 
and catalytic converter, placing unneces- 
sary stress on the emissions system.

The old A/C vs. open 
windows debate 

For a long time, it has been widely 
debated as to whether it's better to drive 
with the windows open or the A/C on.

budgets have felt an even 
greater pinch at the gas pump 
this summer.

Gov. Rod Blagojevich's criticism of President Bush's ringing 
endorsement of Prairie Parkway comes as somewhat of a 
shock; Last time we looked, Democrats have as much affec- 
tion for pork barrel road building projects as Republicans 

The governor, of course, put a partisan Democratic twist on die high- 
way building plan for west suburban counties. He said it makes more 
sense to invest in immediate transit needs like Chicago (of course) than . 
aiding highway transportation in the out fringes of suburbia. More cor- 
recdy — and honestly — his criticism would have been appropriate if he 
covered transportation needs in Illinois, wherever they exist. The gover- 
nor could ask grid-lock weary Lake County commuters for their input as 
a starter. 

What caught the governor's eye, and many odicr critics of the high- 
way transportation mess in Illinois, was die $207 million down payment 
included in the $286 billion federal transportation bill for building a new 
highway connection in Kane and Kendall counties. 

Prairie Parkway is near and dear to mostly Republican west subur- 
ban politicians including House Speaker Dennis Hastcrt. 
Blagojevich's remark really wasn't off target. What die governor did 
do, though, was give heart to Prairie Parkway opponents, like Citizens 
Against the Sprawlway. All the glowing rhetoric gave rise to an obser- 
vation from the citizens group that the highway spending focus should 
be on the existing highway network rather than creatingwhole new 
projects. 

The public discourse over Prairie Parkway is an eerie repetition of 
the controversy generated 10 years ago over die revival of die dusty and 
musty Rtc. 53 extension project of a four-lane superhighway that would 
split Like County and do little or nothing to correct age-old east-west 
traffic movement problems. 

The i mih is that the Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation stays in business 
studying a lot of "this and that," only getting around to the business of 
building when pushed by people in high places like the Speaker of the 
House. The question is whether Hastert will remain in power long 
enough to get the job done. The Rte. 53 movement ran out of power 
broker leverage a long time ago. 

Taxpayers and the driving public are best served when they rally 
around the cause for improving the existing transportation network. If 
Gov. Blagojevich really means what he says, bully for him. We applaud 
citizens groups for dieir enlightened and intelligent criticism of 
grandiose "Pie in the Sky" highway building schemes that trample the 
environment, respond to the needs and demands of special interest 
groups, open die public checkbook to unconscionable plunder and do 
not serve to get motorists from here to diere faster and safer.

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After studying the problem and 
effects of bullying, Woodland. 
Middle School administrators 
confirmed.what is pretty well 
known. Bullying is a fact of schoollife 
(maybe life in general). Kids don't like It. 
But they deal with bullying. School offi- 
cials don't like bullying, but it's a struggle 
to do some about this human condition 
that surfaces in the young and carries on 
often in some form through life. 

In a survey taken of 1,200 students, it 
was found that 51 percent of the kids had 
a benign acceptance or indifference, 
reported West Principal Scott Snyder, 
"That's the way it is." 

As a form of intervention, Woodland 
spent $5,700 for 74 new hallway mirrors. 
The mirrors are supposed to serve two 
purposes: l.Give monitors a heads up on 
misbehavior; 2. remind the kids that they 
are being watched. 

Special Education Supervisor Joe Vaal 
is advocating more training for adminis- 
trators so they can recognize bullying. 
Victims often aren't much help, the sur- 
vey found. Twenty-nine percent of the 
students said examples of thuggish 
behavior was "just kids playing around." 
Copping an attitude of non-involvement, 
about a fifth of the children taking part. - 
on the survey found questionable treat- 
ment by fellow students "not bad." 

Walkie-talkie equipped hall monitors 
might help, The administrators indicated 
that beefed up adult presence would help 
while kids pass between calls, when the 
bulk of bullying occurs. Additional per- 
sonnel could be hired or existing staff 
could be given a stipend for additional 
duty during lunch hour. 

My first — and last experience with 
bullying as a school kid — took place in 
third grade. I objected to getting shoved 
around by "Big John," the tallest and fat- 
test kid in class. We agreed to settle our 
differences with a fist fight under. the elm 
tree in my backyard after school. If 1 was 
getting the worst of it, my plan was to 
duck to safety through the back door. 
Circled by our classmates, John and I 
each threw some punches. If any of the 
jabs landed it was lightly. No bloody 
noses. No bruised knuckles. Mostly 
heavy breathing and a lot of jumping 
around. The encounter was over practi- 
cally before it started. No winner. No 
loser. But no more bullying either. 

Woodland administrators are dis- 
turbed that so many kids are willing to 
"deal with" jerky behavior. Not all that 
bad a lesson to learn at an early age. All 
of us have to learn to handle jerks the rest 
of our life. And there won't be a monitor 
with a walkie-talkie or a backyard slugfest 
to help.

nniversaries are supposed to be 
happy events, often celebrating 
many years of happy and loyal 
togetherness. A "Golden 
Anniversary" always carries a special mean- 
ing, because of die longevity of a happy 
union. 

In late July, die AFL-CIO met at its con- 
vention in Chicago for what was supposed to 
be a joyous celebradon of the 50th 
Anniversary of its merger to become the most 
powerful labor organization in the country. 
Using the baseball analogy, "there is no joy in 
Mudville; the powerful Casey just struck out," 

After 50 years of being together as a 
union, it appears tiiat about one-third of die 
over 15 million AFL-CIO members will bolt 
die organization. Two of the largest dissident 
unions, the Teamsters with 1.4 million and the 
Service Employees International with 1.8 mil- 
lion members, chose to announce their 
"walkout" to coincide with die Chicago con- 
vention by boycotting the event., odier large 
unions that appear to follow the walkout are 
the 1.4 million Food and Commercial 
Workers, 800,000 Laborers' Union, 450,000 
Hotel and Restaurant Employees. Some small- 
er unions are also direatening to leave the 
AFL-CIO. 

Most political commentators are charac- 
terizing die breakup as one destined to 
severely harm the interests of the Democratic 
Party. After all, it is common knowledge the 
Democrat candidates lean heavily on support 
from organized labor. 

But, James P. Hoffa, president of die 
Teamsters and principal spokesman of group 
tiiat calls itself die "Change to Win Coalition," 
said that the AFL-CIO has spent too much 
time, effort, and money on politics when they 
should be spending more time and money on 
organizing to gain more members widiin its 
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unions 

Of course, the heirarchy within the AFL- 
CIO like to diink tiiat die whole shake-up is 
about power and leadership. They believe that 
die dissidents would not have been satisfied 
unless John Sweeney, President of the AFL- 
CIO stepped aside, and that wasn't about to 
happen. 

I'll admit that 1 don't know all tiiat did 
lead to the very surprising "divorce." And I 
don't know what all of die ramifications will 
be. My guess though, is that it is way too early 
to sound the death knell of the Democratic 
Party because of die labor split. 

The trudi be known, Holfa and Andrew 
Stern, president of the Service Employees 
International Union, have a point when they 
bemoan the declining membership of the 
AFL-CIO. When the two powerhouses merged 
in 1955, 33 percent of American workers 
belonged to unions; now that has 
dropped to 12.5 percent. What is even 
more disturbing is that only 8 percent of 
private sector workers belong to a union. 
That's about as low as you can get; if it 
goes any lower, the union workers will be 
an "endangered species," and that will be 
bad for everybody, including the country. 
It is true that, in comparison, 36 percent 
of public employees are unionized, but 
even thafcan be vastly improved. 

From the political standpoint, I could see 
weakness in labor influence, particularly 
beginning with die Reagan years. It was then 
that die "hardhats for Reagan" were exploited 
and so many rank-and-file union members 
were more concerned about gun owners' 
rights and other social issues. That may have 
satisfied their personal ego but it did nothing 
to solidify die bread- and-butter and real 
labor issues that were at the heart of the labor 
successes that strengthened die union move- 



ment for so many years. 

As the unions have declined, corporate 
America has strengthened. Isn't that what 
brought American workers together lo fight 
die almost slave labor and working conditions 
of many years past? It is happening again with 
corporate America sticking its noses at 
American workers to ship out their produc- 
tion to the cheapest employees they can find. 
That's not good for the future of American 
workers and I don't believe that it is good for 
our country either. 

So I don't look at die dark side of this 
breakup within die organized labor move- 
ment, I believe that things have deteriorated 
for so long that somediing had to be done. 
Not enough labor leaders were doing any- 
thing to reverse die slide, and many were sat- 
isfied that their positions were "secure," some 
even cozying widi corporations that were 
shipping out tiieir workforce faster diari one 
could count them. 

It used to be a medal of honor for a work- 
ing man or woman to boast "I am a proud 
member of organized labor and die labor 
movement." So much good came out of those 
productive years, and out of it, the quality of 
life improved for both union and non-union 
workers all across America. 

It is sad to say that, at this time, labor is 
disorganized and for some time there has 
been little movement in fact, mostiy a decline. 

So I believe tiiat something just had to be 
done. We're losing jobs here. Wages of jobs 
have stagnated. 

It might just he that this breakup in the 
AFL-CIO might just organize all American 
workers \-> "see the light," and get as many of 
them as possible to save America from corpo- 
rate greed. If nothing is done, die union work- 
er will be a "vanishing breed." For the good of 
America, tiiat can't happen.

hawn Chism can see 
the headlines already,

However, although they 
wouldn't be referring to the 
iiA. Lakers or their predeces- 
sor from Minneapolis, those 
headlines would nonetheless 
be true if they ran in any local 
paper. And Chism hopes to 
make some headlines with 
his new venture, the Lake 
County Lakers. 

That's why he held a press 
conference last week at 
Centre Club in Gurnee to 
announce the team's incep- 
tion as part of a current 
expansion of the 

International Basketball 
League (IBL). And during the 
announcement, he could 
barely suppress the grin he's 



worn since getting league 
approval in mid- July. 

"This is a dream of mine," 
said Chism, the men's basket- 
ball coach at the College of 
Lake County. "I've always 
wanted to get into pro basket- 
ball in some capacity, but I 
always thought it would be as 
a scout or some other posi- 
tion in an organization. 

"But when this came 
along, I couldn't think of a 
better way to become 
involved with a team." 

Foj those of you wonder- 
ing what the IBL is, think 
minor league basketball. 
While the NBAs National 
Basketball Development 
League would be the' equiva- 
lent of Triple-A, the IBL is 
more akin to Double-A, with 
die players hoping to move 
right up the ladder, or per- 
haps to a pro team overseas. 
But the league is still made up 
of professional players, nearly 
all of whom played Division I 
basketball in college. 

The IBL, in its second, 
year, had 17 teams in its inau- 



gural season and plans to add 
at least four teams for the 
upcoming season, which 
runs from April to mid-lune. 
It also has implemented rule 
changes, designed to speed 
up the game for a more fami- 
ly-friendly atmosphere. 

"We don't want games 
lasting more than three hours 
like they do in the NBA, so we 
have a 22-second shot clock, 
an eight-second back court 
rule and an immediate 
inbound rule," Alvarez said.

There are those who say (lint references arc no longer valid 
because employers, fearing litigation, will not give any perti- 
nent information.. That Is not true. 

Firstly, a good recruiter can always find die Jbcst references 
and extract the needed Information. It is (rue dint during die 
1970s and 1980s, those who were not hired decided thai suing 
potential employers was the best alternative to being qualified. 
When employers documented valid reasons for not hiring these 
candidates, references were then sued for slander. 

Although there were some valid cases, most were as superflu- 
ous as the person who sued a fast food chain after she spilled 
hot coffee on herself. . Executives panicked. They Issued edicts 
ili.il no manager was allowed to give a reference on a former 
employee. All reference requests were referred to the Human 
Resources Department. They would confirm dales of employ- 
ment, |oh title anil salary' only. 

That approach worked for several years until a new employee 
went postal shortly after being hired. This person had been 
fired for violence at a previous employer who failed to mention 
It In a standard reference check. The victim's family sued (hat 
reference (the employer who Issued the edict not to provide the 
Information requested) and won. 

Now employers are In a difficult situation. They could be 
sued if they provide appropriate Information, and they are vul- 
nerable to the same consequence If (hey do not provide needed 
Information. The current employer consensus Is lo give only 
the facts (hat arc requested. Good recruiters will ask for posi- 
tive and negative Informadon. Therefore, (Iicy are getting valid 
reference checks more easily than in recent years. 

What does thai mean to Job seekers! We need lo be able to 
build relationships with references that will provide valid posi- 
tive Information, Since wc all have liabilities, we also want 
those references to provide the negative Information in a man- 
ner that Is consistent with our description of our own foibles. 

Tiie best way to do (hat Is to be on good terms with everyone 
with whom we work. Too often, a reference is Jaded by a dis- 
pute that was poorly handled, by an unacceptable performance 
that was never resolved, or by a prideful employee who could 
not apologize for Inappropriate behavior. Although common - 
courtesy is no longer In vogue, It Is the basis for building good 
relationships. Those relationships then lead to good refer- 
ences. 

"But I can't be expected to get along with everyone" That Is 
probably true. However, most of us do not cultivate as many 
good relationships as we could. The best recruiters will net- 
work through the references. In other words they will ask each 
reference "Alio else should I talk to about Scott's skills and 
experience." They will then contact the additional references 
given. Therefore, they will likely contact some people who are 
not on (he reference list that you provided. 

11 takes Hole effort to build good relationships. No addition- 
al time b required. Those relationships will make the work- 
place more enjoyable and will provide solid references for the 
next Job search.

Tlicrc arc those who say that references are no longer valid 
lwrju.se employers, fearing litigation, will not give any perti- 
nent Information.. That Is not true. 

Firstly, a good recruiter can always find ihclnst references 
and extract the needed Information. It Is true that during the 
I970's and 1980'*, those who were not hired decided dial suing 
potential employers was the best alternathe in being qualified. 
When employers documented valid reasons for not hiring these 
candidates, references were then sued for slander. 

Although there were some valid cases, most were to superflu- 
ous as die person who sued a fast food chain after she spilled 
hot coffee on herself. Executives panicked. They Issued edicts 
that no manager was allowed to give a reference on a former 
employee. All reference requests were referred to the Human 
Resources Department. They would confirm dales of employ- 
ment, | oh title and salary only 

Thai approach worked for several years until a new employee 
«cnt postal shortly after being hired. This person had been 
fired for violence at a previous employer who failed to mention 
11 In a standard reference check. The victim's family sued that 
reference (the employer who issued the edict not to provide the 
Information requested) and won. 

Now employers are In a difficult situation. They could be 
sued If they provide appropriate Information, and they nre vul- 
nerable to the same consequence If they do not provide needed 
Information. The current employer consensus U to give only 
the facts that ore requested. Good recruiters will ask for posi- 
tive and negative Information. Therefore, the) are getting valid 
reference checks more cosily titan In recent years. 

What docs that mean to Job seekers? Wc need to be able to 
build relationships with references that will provide valid posi- 
tive Information. Since we all have liabilities, we also want 
Utosc references to provide the negative Information In a man- 
ner thai Is consistent with our description of our own foibles, 

The best way to do that Is to be on good terms with every one 
with whom we work. Too often, a reference Is Jaded by a dis- 
pute mat was poorly handled, by an unacceptable performance 
Owl was never resolved, or by a prldeful employee who could 
not apologize for Inappropriate behavior. Although common ■ 
courtesy Is no longer In rogue, It Is the basis for building good 
relationships. Those relationships then lead to good refer- 
ences. 

"Hut I can't be expected to get along with everyone." That Is 
probably (rue. However, most of us do not cultivate as many 
good relationships ta wc could. The best recruiters will net- 
work through the references. In other words they will ask each 
reference "Who else should I talk to about Scott's skills and 
experience.'' They will then contact the additional references 
given. Therefore, they will likely contact some people who ore 
not on the reference list that you provided. 

It takes little effort to build good relationships. No addition- 
al time Is required. Those relationships will make the work- 
place more enjoyable and will provide solid references for the 
next Job search.

Don't let that make your summer a 
sweaty mess. Follow some of these 
tips and you'll see that you can stay 
cool, even when the temperature is rising. 

1. Drink plenty of liquids, even if you aren't 
thirsty. Avoid alcoholic drinks, as they can 
make you dehydrated. 

2. Dress in lightweight, tight-colored and 
loose-fitting clothing. Favor clothing made of 



fabrics like cotton, silk or linen. They will let 
your skin breathe, especially when they are not 
tight on your body. Flowing shirts, skirts, dress- 
es and pants made of natural fibers will feel 
more comfortable than man-made fibers like 
polyester, which can be sticky in the heat.

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iven the dry spring (fourth driest in history) and very dry summer, lawn restoration 
will most likely be in vogue this fall. Mid-August through mid-September is the ideal 
time to seed new lawns or renovate existing turf. The drought also means one needs 
to watch and control insects that may damage one's lawn. 



Watch for two common lawn pests; Aphlds and Grubs 

AphMs 

Aphids are tiny green insects that suck die grass blades and deposit toxic salvia that kill the plant's 
cells and can cause the turf to die. When a few aphids are active, the grass may yellow. As the 
aphid populaUon grows, they cause the grass to turn a burnt orange color. Aphids have short, 
overlapping life cycles and produce many generations in one season. 

Aphids are detected by running your hand over the outer edge of a suspected lawn area while 
die grass is wet from dew, rain or a sprinkler. If present, the harmless aphids will be visible on 
your hand. 

The remedy for an invasion of aphids is an insecticide treatment from a licensed applicator 
that has die proper equipment and knowledge for safe and effective control. 

Grubs 

Each year in Illinois, the annual white grub is the most widespread and destructive turfgrass 
insect pest. Grubs are the larval stage of June beetles. After emerging from the soil in mid-July, 
the small _ inch long beeties typically mate after 2-3 weeks and lay tiieir eggs In damp soil with 
actively growing turfgrass. After 10-14 days, the larvae hatch and begin feeding on the turfgrass 
roots. This is when the damage to your lawn begins. 

Annual mature white grub larvae vary in length from 3/8 of an inch to one inch. The larvae 
are "C"-shaped widi 6 legs; white or grayish in color; have a brownish head and a dark posterior 
end. 

Some of the symptoms of grub damage are a gradual thinning, yellowing or wilting of your 
turfgrass despite adequate moisture. Also, look for the appearance of scattered, irregular dead 
patches. Another symptom is the presence of ■burrowing animals (especially raccoons) going 
after grubs for dinner. 

The detection of grubs is easy. Roll back die sod in suspected areas and count die grubs, 
which if present, will typically be on the surface of the soil or down about a half an inch. Turfgrass 
damaged by grubs, since diey are feeding on die roorsystem, will roll back "like a carpet''. Apply 
a soil insecticide if there are more than tiiree to four per square foot. 

Turf Renovation 

Renovate turf due to this summer's drought and then keep it moist at all times for seed 




germination. When renovating existing turf: 

• First, reduce thatch and compaction by core 
aerifying to supply a good base for seed germi- 
nation. 

• Apply seed, selecting a shade seed mix f 
partial sun areas. 

• Lightly top dress with a pulverized 
soil/compost mix and keep it moist at all' 
times. 

Make sure that the soil /compost mix is truly 
mixed. Spreading a product like peat moss over 
the seeded area actually make it harder (water beads 
off of dry peat moss) for the water to reach the seeds. 

• Encourage root development with a fertilize low in 
nitrogen (N) and high in .phosphorous (p) and potash (K), for 
example 6-24-24. 

• Do not apply broadleaf weed spray until the seeded area has been mowed three 
times. Accept the fact that you will get Some weeds showing during this process. If the 
area has been sprayed for weeds, wait three to four weeks before seeding. 

There can be no argument that a beautiful lawn, which helps to soften and reduce 
reflected light, is immediately pleasing to the eye and relaxing in its appearance. 
Lawns also help environmentally In many ways. Acting like a gigantic sponge, lawns 
absorb all types of airborne pollutants such as soot, dust and carbon dioxide, as well as 
noise. 

Turf's high density and root mass stabilize surface soil, preventing erosion. Mowed 
turfgrasses are estimated to have shoot densities ranging from 30 million to greater 
than 8 billion shoots per acre. Turf grasses produce an enormous cooling effect and 
well kept lawns raise property values. Also, a 50-foot by 50-foot well-maintained grass 
area will create enough oxygen to meet the needs of a family of four every day.

With apologies to horse 
racing and the folks at DcBecrs, he was on to something. 

With interest in the NFL and college football soaring, so too is (he inter- 
est and quality of Lake County football. 

The county did nothing to disprove the notion that it is becoming a foot- 
ball powerhouse, following up an historic 2003 season — in which Carmel 
won the Class 6A state title and Llbertyville finished second in Class 7A — 
with another magical season in 200<i. 

And headlining last year's pheromcral season was Libertyville, which ran 
the table and fulfilled its quest of winning the school's first stale title with a 13- 
3 win over Cary-Grove in Champaign. Speaking of Champaign, that's where 
the Cats got new QB Cameron Turner, son of Chicago Bears offensive coordi- 
nator Ron Turner. Turner hopes to make a return trip to his former home as 
Libertyville begins the drive for its third straight state title game appearance. 

But he'll have help, namely in seniors Mike Culbcrson-Fchling and Kevin 
Koza, two of the team's few returning starters. And just like last year, when the 
team's mollo was "Under the radar," head coach Randy Kuceyeski is being 
careful not to overburden his team with enormous expectations. 

The Cats aren't the only team that managed nn undefeated regular sea- 
son as Johnsburg stormed through the Big Northern Conference before 
falling in the second round of die Class 5A playolTs. The Skyhawks* expecta- 
tions, bolstered by the return of star QB Trevor Bupp, are just as high in 2005. 

Warren also has big expectations this year, based on die fact that they 
return the super-talented trio of Mitchell Moore, Marcus Lewis and Marvin 
Bembry.

Carmel also has some dynamic returning lalent, led by Lakeland

When Moss came back from Canada, he hit 
tiio ground running. First he had the school's 
annual football camp in July; tiien he began out- 
lining his plans for the season, which is for Hound 
Lake to get back to respectability.

years. And despite a record of 1-0 in 2004, 
Moss feels the Panthers are closer to 
respectability than you would think, 

"The first tiling I did in camp was to 
outline die positives wc had last year," Moss 
said. "We may have gone 1-8, but six of our 
losses were by seven points or less and our 
worst loss was 1 3 points." ( 

Willi that in mind, Moss has put a big \M 
emphasis on special teams, which cost the 
Panthers at least one game last year. 

"Wc lost a close game to Westosha Central in 
die season opener and we gave up three special 
teams touchdowns," he said. "If we oidy give up 
one, we win the game comfortably. 

"I'm a stickler for the Utile things, which Is a 
big part of football. If we did a few of the little 
things last season, we probably would have won 
four more games." 

Four more wins arc exactly what Moss is 
shooting for in his first year. And that would mean 
die school's first postseason berth since 2001 .You 
may laugh, but the players are convinced it's pos- 
sible. 

"We're going to do die job tiiis year," senior 
Kyle Hcrdman said, "Tilings will definitely change 
here. We're sick of being at the bottom." . 

Hcrdman has had die unique experience of 
working with ihe coach for four years, as Moss 
headed die offensive and defensive lines for die 
sophomore team before moving up to varsity two

years ago. And his familiarity with the program 
puts Moss at an advantage over the area's other 
new coaches. 

"It's incredible having him as the head coach 
because he sympathizes with us and he knows 
what we can and can't do," Herdman said. "He's 
hilarious off the field, butwhen he's on the field he 
brings a level of intensity that we haven't seen 
before. It's like having ano titer player out there, 
but widi a hat and a whlsde. The players all love 
him." 

Moss's energy and enthusiasm have definite- 
ly rubbed off on the players, according to assistant 
coach Howard Conkling. 

"Doug has done a nice job taking oven every- 
thing has been smootii. Its nice someone from die 
staff got the job; he's well deserving," Conklingsaid. 
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Setting a 
waukegan new trend 

ot only is Waukegan one of die oldest 
high schools In Lake County, but the town 
is the county sent, so the Bulldogs should 
be steeped in football tradition. But that's 
hever.becn the case. 

Waukegan was a baseball town for decades, 
and has been a basketball town since the 1970s, 
with thc.county's sport of choice, football, often 
falling by the wayside as the Bulldogs have made 
the playoffs just once In the last decade. 

However, the school gave itself a, fresh start 
with the hiring of new football coach Pat Jennings 
When John NefT stepped down last November 
after. 25 years. And Jennings is intent on turning 
around the apathy, surrounding the football pro- 
gram, 

"I started off two-a-days with two words: con- 
sistency and complacency," Jennings said. "If you 
are complacent In your existence then that's the way 
you'll stay. You have to fight to get better every day. 

"But if you're consistent In the way you work 
and practice, you're going to be successful." 

Offensive coordinator Jason Paprolh knew of 
the town's indifference toward football, so he was 
reluctant at first to leave die coaching staff at 
Lakes High. 






"We sat down and he offered me a Job here, 
but I needed a few days to think about it because 
of the stigma of losing in this town," Paproth said. 
"But die first thing he said to me was diat we're 
going to turn dilngs around here," 

That kind of enUiusiasm Is exacdy what caused 
Waukegan athletic director Roily Vazquez to hire 
Jennings away from an assistant's job at Bvanston. 

"He came into die Interview with a lot of 
endiusiasm. He's very passionate and person- 
able," said Vazquez, who has attended several 
practices. "And it looks like It's starting to rub ofT 
on die kids. The/re having fun and wanting to 
come out and play, They're excited when diey get 
here every day and they're happy when diey leave 
practice. 

"They're giving it everything they have out 
here." 

The players already sense a difference in the 
attitude from last year's team. 

"Tilings are much more organized and every- 
one's on Ume," senior Dennis Walsh said. "He's a 
hard coach and he's aggressive, but he always 
stays posidve. And die players aren't arguing widi 
each other anymore. There's no more stars on this 
team; die team Is die star," 

"We all have faidi In the coach and he has 
faldi in us," senior John Bon added. "We're run- 
ning a more complicated system on offense and 
defense and every position has responsibility. He's 
bringing a whole new Image to Waukegan diat's 
long overdue." 

If Jennings just approaches the success he 
enjoyed as a player at Gordon Tech In Chicago,

where he won a state dde In 19B1, he knows diat 
will be a big step In getting die town to rally 
around die program. 

"I'm praying for some success, because these 
kids and this town will eat It up," Jennings said. 
"We're already seeing some enthusiasm with the 
kids and I'm delighted at the numbers we have. 1 
tell die kids diat If diey give me two days they'll 
never want to leave." 

Jennings Isn't sure what to expect from his 
team In the win column, but expects diat they'll 
be competitive. 

"We want to be compedtive at every level in 
every game and 1 think we can do It," Jennings 
said. "I don't ever want a (Central Suburban 
League) team to schedule us for a homecoming 
game again." 
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hfle other new coaches around the area 
are working to establish new Identities 
at their respective schools with the 
hopes of reversing recent history, Lakes 
High football coach Luke Mortens has a different 
task at hand. 

He needs to create an identity for a school 
diat has no history. Mertens is both excited and 
nervous about die prospect of working widi a 
blank slate. 

"It's very exciting to start off a new team, but 
widi that I feel a burden because no one will ever 
forget this first team," Mertens said. "We need to 
decide what they will say about us In 100 years 
and it's in our hands." 

When Mertens stepped hi more than a year 
ago, he began work to ensure he did whatever he 
could to set his players up for success in this their 
first varsity season after the split from Andoch. 

"He has such a tremendous work ethic," said 
defensive coordinator and assistant head coach 
Ray Gialo. "He's super-organized so he started get- 
ting all his ducks in a row right away. He wants to 
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give die kids every opportunity to succeed." 

"When I got offered the job In May 2004, die 
first thing I did was find as many coaches as I 
could," Mertens said. "And I wanted to build 
excitement around the school so die kids 
would want to come out and play, 
because numbers will definitely be an 
issue this year." 

Much like die problem Vernon Hills 
faced after its split widi Ubertyville In 
2000, Lakes will have no seniors diis year. 
Not only diat, but Mertens has exacdy zero 
players with varsity experience 
However, he won't let his team use tha 
as an excuse, 

"We're a lot more In control of our destiny 
dian we think," Mertens said, "We can't blame 
cvcrydilng on our age or bad luck. Too many peo- 
ple look fora quick fix and end up feeling sorry for 
themselves and I can't stand diat attitude. 

"Most people know what diey want, but few 
arc willing to do what It takes to achieve it. I'm 
impressing upon the kids that they need to be 
willing to work hard and lay It all on the line." 

Though he's demanding or his players, tie's 
remained positive throughout, according to 
juniorTed Uariamis. 

"He's a lot harder in practice than he was in 
summer camp,, but he's a good guy and very 
endiuslastic," Bariamis said. "The more he push- 
es us, the more we feel he cares. If he Ignored me 
dien I'd start worrying." 

Mertens has also impressed upon his players 
die need to think of themselves as part of a team, 
rather than individuals. 

"The kids need to realize that their ocdons 
can affect everyone on the team," Mertens said. "If 
you don't perform academically, then you won't 
play and diat hurts the team because we have to 
pick up die slack from somewhere else."

school is diat few of die players have established 
any kind of a role on die team. Though he consid- 
ers himself an offensive- minded coach, Mertens 
has yet to decide on an offensive game plan 
because he Isn't sure of what he has yet in terms of 
talent. 

"This Is a totally different experience for mc 
because we're so ddn and I'm trying to piece 
togcdier what I have," said Mertens, who was an 
offensive assistant at St, Rita and St. Patrick high 
schools. "We're going to do whatever we're good at 
and I'm trying to figure diat out. I build the system 
to fit the players, I'm not going to force the players 
to use a system." 

Though Mertens knows die possibilities of an 
undefeated season and a state ddo are slim, he 
does have high expectations for his team's inau- 
gural season. 

"If my kids go out there and compete every 
game and know they left ft all out on the field, I'll 
be a very happy man," he said.
